MANY MILLIONS INVOLVED. 


Patents In Which a T^ars« .Sum' of Money li 


Invested Decided to Have Expired. 


WASHINGTON, March 5.—The patent 


of the National Cash register was sus- 
tained in the supreme court of the 
.United States Monday. The judgment 
of the,United States circuit court of 
Massachusetts, that the patent of the 
Uoston Cash Indicator Co. was- not an 
infringement w.as.reversed. The court, 
in an opinion read by Justice Bai-hin, 
decided that the date of issue, and not 
the date of application, for im-Amer- 
ican patent determines whether or not 
it. expires coincidentally with a foreign 
patent granted for the same invention. 


The decision was made in the case of 


tho Bate Refrigerating Co, vs. Ferdi- 
nand Sulx.be.rger, from the court of 
appeals for the Second district, which 
asked the supreme court to decide. 
The decision affects adversely man}' 
patents, notably in connection with 
the use of the telephone, the electric 
light and many, other valuable inven- 
tions, all told, it is estimated, repre- 
senting SOOO.000,000 of capital, the pat- 
ents, by the decision, being held to 
have expired.

In ancient Egypt the body of Osiris

Graham and Buchanan, earl of Mont- 
rose, earl of Kincardine, Viscount Dun- 
daff , Lord Graham, Aberuthven, Mug- 
dock and Fintrie, in Scotland; Earl 
and Baron Graham, in England, etc. 


The duke was the head of one of the 


most historic families in the United 
Kingdom, his ancestor 
having been 


the great 
marquis of 
Mxmtrose, 


who maintained Charles I.'s oause so 
successfully, in Scotland, that, but for 
the surprise at Phillipsbaugh, the com- 
monwealth might never have been es- 
tablished. 


The duohess1 third and eldest surviv- 


ing son is now duke. He is forty-four 
years of age. 


The late duke was a horse owner and 


a sportsman, and his wife associated 
herself enthusiastically in his pursuits. 
When he died she consoled herself by 
marrying, in 1806, Mr.' W. S. Stirling- 
Crawfurd, who was even more of a 
racing man than the duke. He won 
the Derby with Sefton, in 1878. For 
seventeen years they led a happy and 
active sporting career. 


Then Mr. Crawf urd died and his sta- 


ble passed entirely under his widow'* 
management. Mr. Manton now came 
into existence and became famous.

ing the stables.personally, abusing the 
men in the strongest sort of language 
when they did not do their work prop- 
erly.

The Time for Making Returns 


Extended to April 15. 


For This Year Only—Letter from the. De- 


partment Giving Pointers for Thos« 


Who'll Hftve to Pny It, nntl to the 


General Public. 


Collector MeMillen is sending out 


copies of the following letter to depxity 
collectors that may be of interest to 
persons having the income tax to pay : 
To vS, M. MeMillen, Collector of Internal 


Revenue : 
]Jy joint resolution of congress, ap- 


proved February 31, 1895, the time 
within which income tax returns for 
the year 1894 may be legally made, has 
been extended from the first Monday 
of March to April 15, 1895. Other pro 
visions of the income tax law have 
been modified or construed by said 
resolution, which is copied in full for 
your guidance us follows : 


JOINT RESOLUTION. 


Extending from March 1,1895, to the 


lath day of April, 1895, the time for 
making'returns of income for the year 
1894 aud for other purposes. 


Resolved by the senate and house ol 


representatives of the United States oJ 
America in congress assembled, ..that 
the time fixed by existing law for the 
rendering of income returns, towit: pu 
or before the first Monday of March in 
every year (Section 35, act of August 
38, 1894, and section S, 173, revised stat- 
utes, as amended by section 34 of that 
act) is hereby extended, with reference 
only to returns of income "for the year 
1894, so that it shall be lawful to make 
such returns for that year on or before 
April 15, 1895. . 


Resolved, That in computing incomes 


under said act the amounts necessaril.y 
paid for fire insurance premiums anc 
for ordinary repairs shall be deducted. 


Resolved that in computing iucomes 


under said act the amounts received as 
dividends upon the stock of any corpor- 
asion, company or associatiou shall not 
be included in case such dividends are 
also liable to the tax of two £er centum 
upon the net profits of said corporation, 
company or association at the time of 
making returns by the person, corpora- 
tion or association receiving such divi- 
dends, and returns or reports of the 
names and salaries of employers unless 
called for by the collector in order to 
verify the returns of employes.
